Cofcia was born of mean 
uentsin the Kingdom of Naples, and had-for a long 
imea great Afcendant over Cardinal Ur/ni ; who being 
iii'd to the Papal Dignity, beftow’d on him a Cardinal's 
tp, preferred him to the greateft Offices of the State, 
nwelas of the Church, and made him Archbifhop of 
Joevento.

No- 
ting was to be feen but Injuftice and Simony. He 
mverted every thing into Money, even the moft 
ued Things.

They will accufe me of every thing that 
dll, id he to the Holy Father ; dut God is my Witne/s, 
bat I dijcharge my Duty ; perbaps too well 5 "tis for this 
hafm that they hate and firive to blacken me. *Tiseven 
iii, that the crafty Cofeia frequently wept when he 
mie his Defence to the Pope; which wrought fo 
mh on the Pope’s good Nature, that he wept too.

tn Cardinals reprefented to the Pope, that Co/cia was 
ktooly guilty of innumerable Extortions, but that he

* through the Key-hole.* The Pope fail’d not to come 
at the mentioned Time. But inftead of feeing what 
he expected, he found the Cardinal on his Knees, as it 
were at his Devotions, with his Beads in one Hand, and 
a Crucifix in the other, which he kiffed with much Ve- 
neration. The Pope finding him in this Pofture, cry’d 
out to fomebody who was with him, Sze shat Holy Man ! 
Would to Gad that all the Clergy were like him! ‘Then 
entering into the crafty Cardinal’s Ajartment, 
Dear Cofia, faid he, embracing him, they bave 
accufed you to me as the greateft of Sinners, and I 
evas fo weak as to think you guilty; I ask your Par- 
don, and I pray God to forgive me the Injury I have done 
you. He afterwards joined with Cofcia in reading the 
Litany of the holy Virgin; and he wanted no other 
Proof of his being a Saint. Thus the good Pope was 
impofed on by the Hypocrify of that crafty Deceiver. 
From that Time his Holinefs was always encompafled 
by the Creatures of Cofia, who deceived him in their 
Turns ; which made Cardinal Buencampagno fay, that 
he looked upon his Holine/s to be in the Jame Circumflances 
with the boly Sepulchre, which was in the Power of the 
Turks. 

TuHatT it might not be faid of the Baron that he had 
been at Rome, and had not feen the Pope, he obtained 
a Promile of Signior Aquaviva, the Majordomo, that he 
fhould have the Honour of paying his Refpedts to his 
Holinefs, who was Clement XII. As foon as he ap- 
peared at the Door of the Pope’s Apartment, Notice 
was given to his Holinefs, who ordered him immedi- 
ately to be admitted. He left his Hat and Sword at 
the Door, according to Cuftom. The Pope was fiting 
under a Canopy, in an Elbow Chair, afcended by three 
Steps, with his right Foot refting on a red Velvet 
Cuihion. As he entered the Chamber he was bid to 
kneel ; which he did, and, in that Pofture, received 
the Pope’s Blefling. He then rofe op, and ap- 
proached him within half the Length of the Chamber, 
where he kneeled again, and received his Blefling the 
fecond Time. Coming up clofe to the Pope, he 
received his Blefling the third Time, on his Knees as 
before. The Bleflings did not coft his Holineis much 
Trouble, being given by only making the Sign of the 
Crofs. The Pope, who is eloquent and talkative, 
asked him many Queltions, and recollected that he 
had known him when he was Cardinal. He was ex- 
treme kind, and the Baron had Reafon to be fatished 
with his Audience, as long as he asked no Favour of 
him. But as foon as he appeared to be a Petitioner, 
the Pope’s Smiles were changed into Frowns, and he 
could eafily perceive, that his Prefence began to caute 
fome Uneafinefs ; but, as he was informed before-hand, 
that his Holigefs was always uneafy on receiving Peti- 
tions, he wenton, without omitting a Word of what 
he had defigned to fay. In going out of the Chamber 
he went backward, kneeling in the Midi of the Room, 
and at the Door, as before. 

Arter defcribing the Perfon and Court of the Pre- 
tender (who, in Rome, is_called King of England) he 
relates, that when he was there (in the Year 1731.) 
every Body’s Mouth was full of a certain Prophefy, 
faid to have been found among the Papers of the late 
Pope, and impotting, that, in the Year 1734. he 
fhduld be in peaceable Pofleflion of the Throne of 
Great Britain.
